Thus 
packed, they have not unfrequently errived at their destination, 
500 or a 1000 miles distant, nearly as fresh as when taken from

Remanxs.—The Pear tree should be planted from twenty to thirty feet apart’ 
and like the Apple will succeed on almost any soil. The rootsstrike deep into | 
the earth, and consequently this tree rarely suffers from drouth. A very damp 
soil, especially where the sub-soil ls very wet and spongy, should be avoided, 
as on such soil the fruit would be inferior. 

A disease called the rire BLIGHT, has destroyed the Pear. In this place 
it is of rare oceurrence. The disease is probably caused by the attacks of a 
minute insect, on the inner layer of the bark. ‘Their depredationssoon cause 
the leaves and limbs to wither as though scorched by fire. The only remedy 
is to cut off all the diseased branches. 

The cultivation of the Pear has been too much neglected in this country. 
No other kind of fruit yields more bountifully, and the more choice kinds al- 
ways command a high price in market. The Pear tree frequently attains a 

t age, many survive one hundred or more years; and the ana, of

‘ The Gooseberry, in order to’succeed well, requires a rich loamy soil, rather 

- moist than otherwise. Should be planted about three feet apart, trained so 
as to resemble a small tree, with a clear straight stem, and an open well 
formed head ; cutting out annually all the surplus limbs, those crossing each 
other, and frequently much of the old wood requires to be removed. Let the 
ground annually be well manured, and kept free from weeds, and an abun- 
dant crop may be expected. . 

It is quite needless, and even wrong, to conceal the fact that many of the 
most choice and valuable kinds of the English Gooseberries, or those imported 
from Europe, do not succeed well in this country.

The plants should beset 
from twelve to fifteen inches apart each way. ‘The largest fruit will be pro- 
duced by keeping the most of the runners pruned off. If all are permitted 
to grow, very soon the whole ground will become densely covered, the fruit 
will be small, and the plants unproductive. 

Probably it is best to destroy all of the runners the first year: the second 
year only leave enough to form new beds, and destroy the old beds when 
three years old: thus keeping a succession of beds from year to year in a 
bearing state. Others recommend to plant from 15 to 20 inches apart, dé- 
stroy all the runners the first season, the second year leave the strongest run- 
ners, and in the autumn turn all the old plants under, and leave enough of 
the young plants to form a bed, thus occupying the same ground for many

Brief Directions for Transplanting, 


we . 
Rerrecr that food is as necessary to the health and growth of Plants, as it id 


to the growth and health of Animals. The best for this purpose, is tich pul- 
verized earth, or rather the vegetable matter it contains. That your Trees and 
Shrubs may live and thrive, dig for your Trees holes at least three feet in diam- 
eter, and eighteen inches deep ; and for Shrubs, holes of a proportionate size 
and depth, throwing away the lower spit of earth;—then fill up the hole to a 
proper height for sitting the tree with rich surface earth or perfectly rotted ma- _ 
nure; blended with five parts of earth ; cut off any bruised or mangled parts of _ 
the roots, sit the tree, and fillin with fine earth between and around the vooialllh 
being careful that each is spread in an easy and natural position ; add more fine 
soil, shaking the tree gently, that every crevice may be filled. In late spring 
planting, it is of advantage to turn in a pail of water ; when the hole is nearly 
filled, allow.a little time for it to settle, and then level off with the remainder 
of the earth and press it down with the foot, forming a slight basin, that the 
rain may run towards the tree, father than from it. 

Staking newly planted trees is of service, as it prevents them from being 
rocked about by the high winds; and some pruning is proper if the tops are 
large, and this should be done after they-begin to grow and not before.
